I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  in  compliance  with  section 
330,  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  a  report  of  the  number  of  assessed 
polls,  the  number  of  registered  male  and  female  voters  at  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  State  election  and  city  and  town  elections,  and  the 
total  number  of  persons,  male  and  female,  who  voted  at  each  such 
election  in  every  city  and  town,  and  in  every  voting  precinct  therein, 
together  with  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  for 
nomination  and  for  election  for  a  State  office,  and  for  election  for 
a  State  committee. 

Returns  under  the  "Corrupt  Practices"  Law. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  835,  Acts  of  1913,  as  amended  by 
chapter  783,  Acts  of  1914,  and  chapter  83,  General  Acts  of  1917, 
there  were  received  from  candidates  for  nomination  a  total  of  900 
returns,  of  which  277  were  late,  2  were  irregular,  and  9  were  both 
irregular  and  late.    One  hundred  and  three  failed  to  file  returns. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  law,  was  288. 

There  were  351  returns  of  no  payments,  7  payments  to  political 
committees,  525  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and  17 
payments  both  to  political  committees  and  others. 

There  were  received  from  candidates  for  election  a  total  of  536 
returns,  of  which  130  were  late,  7  were  irregular,  and  8  both  late 
and  irregular.     Fifty-seven  failed  to  file  returns. 

The  number  of  returns  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  the  law,  was  145. 
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There  were  160  returns  of  no  payments,  78  payments  to  political 
committees,  228  payments  other  than  to  political  committees,  and 
70  payments  both  to  political  committees  and  others.

An  increase  of  $12,087.99  as  compared  with  1917. 

There  were  also  received  from  the  treasurers  of  political  committees 
232  returns,  and  167  certificates  stating  that  the  aggregate  receipts 
and  disbursements  did  not  exceed  $20.  Seventy  of  the  returns  and 
24  of  the  certificates  were  transmitted  to  the  Attorney-General,  as 
apparently  in  violation  of  the  law.  One  hundred  and  thirty-one 
failed  to  file  returns,  and  were  also  reported  to  the  Attorney-General.

(An  increase  of  $86,391.47  over  1918.) 

The  net  expenditures  or  disbursements  were 408,222  74  * 

(An  increase  of  $60,851.51  over  1918.)
